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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

Applicant's election with traverse of Invention III in the reply filed on June 16, 2004 is 
acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that applicant does not agree that the apparatus 
could be used as a slope measuring device. This is not found persuasive because the screed 
could be placed against the ground and measurements taken therefrom, thereby measuring a 
slope. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

Claim Objections 

Claim 100 is objected to because "said vibrating member" (line 3) should be -said 
vibratable member- in order to provide proper antecedent basis for the term. Appropriate 
correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 90-103 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Nomura et al. 
(U.S. Patent 5,129,803). 

Nomura et al. discloses a wheeled screeding device including a wheeled support (Figure 
3, for example) a pair of wheels rotatably mounted to and supporting a first end of a frame 
portion. There is a concrete working member mounted to a second end of the frame portion 
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(Figure 1, for example). The concrete surface working member is at least partially supportable 
on the uncured concrete surface and is inherently vibratable. There is a grade setting device 
(Figure 2, for example) adjustably mounted to the concrete surface working member. 
The device of Nomura et al. meets all recitations of dependent claims 91-103.
